MP RENTS DECONTROLLED 


At long last, rents have been decontrolled in Menlo Park. 
Federal Housing. Expediter Woods gave the order last week 
after receiving the second resolution for decontrol sent him 
by the city council. 

Thus has ended a decontrol move begun in June of last 
year when the Menlo Park fair rent committee announced its 
intention to petition for a public hearing before the council. 
Since then, there have been three surveys of rental property 
vacancies, two public hearings and one rejection of decon- 
trol by the housing expediter on technical grounds. 

With the lifting of the ceilings that had been attacked 
vehemently by property owners and realtors, landlords may 
now raise the once-controlled rentals as they see fit. 

There have been promises that decontrol will not result in 
unreasonable increases but will bring more rental property 
into the market and provide owners with fair returns on invest- 
ments. 

Landlords and their representatives have an obligation to 
fulfill, having made these promises. The city council under- 
took decontrol upon assurances from decontrol backers that 
a normal rental situation had returned and that controls no 
longer were necessary or justified. 


OFFENDER WAS A GENTLEMAN 


We don’t know whether it possibly was the power of sug- 
gestion or maybe even that abstract term ‘’power of the press.”’ 
At any rate, while the RECORDER editorial page was on the 
press last week, police disclosed that one Gordon H. Franks 
of Calwa City had sent $50 bail to be forfeited on the charge 
he drove 80 miles an hour in the 25-mile-an-hour zone on El 
Camino Real in Menlo Park. 

An editorial pointed out that the state motor vehicle code 
imposed restrictions on police officers in the arrest of traffic 
violators. Save in a few specified cases, offenders may not 
immediately be booked, making it sometimes necessary to 
send warrants to other cities in case of nonappearance of 
violators. 

Franks had signed a citation promising to appear in Menlo 
Park police court Aug. 9. He didn’t, which caused police to 
announce a warrant would be issued in case of nonappearance 
within 30 days of the date. 

Franks, however, turned out to be the gentlemanly type 
of offender. He wrote the police department, asking what 
could be done as an alternative to serving a warrant. Police 
replied he could post the $50 bail set in his case, which he did. 
Bail was forfeited, case was disposed of, no warrant had to be 
issued. 

All offenders, however, aren't like Franks. We still feel 
local traffic enforcement is somewhat handcuffed so long as 
immediate arrest cannot be made save in such specified cases 
as drunken driving, refusal to sign a citation, reckless driving 
involving death and injury and a few other instances. 


MORE MONEY FOR STREETS 


A definite return of dollars and cents on Menlo Park’s 
population growth was shown last week with announcement 
by the state division of highways it will allocate gasoline tax 
funds to the city on the basis of the 13,537 population figure 
determined by the federal census of 1950. 

That means a boost of $5020 annually in such funds made 
available for maintenance of city streets and improvement of 
those streets officially classified as major ones. The division 
of funds is 40 per cent for maintenance, 60 per cent for im- 
provements. 

Under the previous allocation based on population esti- 
mates, the tax allocation was $27,050. Now it goes up to 
$32,070. 

The increase in street funds, of course, is not the only 
monetary return brought about by population growth. Not 
showing on official ledgers are increased payrolls, more buy- 
ing power and a better overall economy as a result of munici- 
pal growth.

Comparing 


Mh Tax Rates 


. Is Tricky

This time of year, when tax rates 


are being announced, the tax rates 
of one city as against ancther are 
frequently compared. Such compar- 
isons are seldom valid because of 
numerous adjustments that are 
necessary to make the figures truly 
comparable. 


This year, for instance, the tax 


Burlingame includes in its city 
operation a fire department, a 
sewer department and a city libra- 
ry, all services furnished not by 
the city, but by special districts 
in Menlo Park. In order to com- 
pare the Burlingame rate with our 
own here, we must add to the city 
rate that of the Menlo Park fire 
district, 83 cents, that of the Men- 
lo Park sanitary district (in most 
of the city), 50 cents, and that of 
the county library, 6 cents. 


This makes a grand total of $2.54 


for what is normally considered city 
purposes in Menlo Park But is the 
Menlo tax actually half again as 
great as Burlingame’s? Still another 
adjustment will have to be made. 


Many California cities have city 


assessors who assess the property in 
their limits for the purpose of col- 
lection of city taxes. Burlingame 
is one. The other cities, including 
Menlo Park delegate the function of 


assessment and tax collection to the 
county officials, who collect for the 
county, school districts and special 
districts in the case of all cities. 


Now the state board of equaliza- 
tion, in its annual study of city as- 
sessment practices, has determnied 
that for 1950-51 the Burlingame 
city assessor on the average assess- 
es each parcel of property 25 per 
cent more than does the county as- 
sessor. 

In short, the Burlingame rate of 
$1.68 per $100 on the city assess- 
ment roll is equivalent to a rate of 
$2.10 collected by the county. Men- 
lo Park’s total taxes are therefore 
higher than Burlingame’s for city 
purposes, but are only 21 per cent 
higher, and not 50. 

Variations in the tax bill may be 


due to a number of causes, such as 
the number of services provided, the 
quality of the services provided, the 


efficiency of city operation, the 
physical conditions under which 
services are rendered, profits from 
city-owned utilities and per capita 
assessed valuation. 

If a city has a high per capita 
assessed valuation, which will re- 
sult from a large proportion of high 


valued homes (Atherton, Hillsbor- 


ough, San Marino, etc.), or a con- 
centration of industry (Vernon, Em- 
eryville, etc.), it can operate on a 
low tax rate. Menlo Park’s assessed 
valuation per capita is $606, Burlin- 
game’s $1051. Menlo Park has almost 
ne industrial plants, and an as yet 
relatively undeveloped business sec- 
tion. 


The Veterans’ Guide 
Slow Payments 
Of War Claims 
Unavoidable 


Former World War II prisoners of 
war and civilian internees in San 
Mateo county who have been won- 
dering why they have not yet re- 
ceived the war claims benefit pay- 
ments for which they made formal 
application several months ago are 
being informed by Floyd D. Granger, 
veterans service officer, that they 
Rave no choice but to be patient. 

“The war claims commission in 
Washington .is badly understaffed,” 
Granger explained. “So far they've 
been able to adjucate and pay only 
about one claim out of every 25 re- 
ceived. It can’t be done by a ma- 
chine procedure like the recent GI 
insurance dividend, since each case 
has to be studied individually.” 


Granger pointed out that only 
formal claims are being considered 
by the commission; informal claims, 
such as letters, do not count. Claim 
forms are available at the veterans 
service office in the courthouse, 
Redwood City. 

Surviving next-of-kin of deceased 
former prisoners and internees may 
also be eligible for the payments.

Your Social Security 
Qualifications 


Liberalized 
By New Statute 


Editor’s note: This is the second 

in a series of three articles pre- 
pared by the federal security ag- 
ency on the new social security 
law signed by President Truman. 
The new act affects more than 
4000 beneficiaries in this area as 
well as all employes and employ- 
ers covered by social security. 


An important aspect of the new 


legislation is the more liberal qual- 


ifying conditions, ” 

Edward J. Foley, manager of the 
San Mateo county field office of the 
federal security agency, points out 
that any individual now 65 years or 
more of age whd has at least six 
“quarters of coverage’ may be im- 
n.ediately eligible for monthly ben- 
efit payments. 

It has been estimated that about 
750,000 old people in the United 
States may qualify for insurance 
rayments under this clause. Many 
elderly persons may now claim ben- 
efits even though they have not 
been employed long enough to qual- 
ify under the former requirements. 
Foley said that this would affect 
a considerable number of persons 
in this area who had once filed 
claims for social security benefits 
but had not at that time been able 
to qualify. 

The social security office here 
has been reviewing records for 
several weeks to screen as many as 
possible of these persons and will 
send letters notifying them that 
benefits may now be payable if the 
claim is renewed. 

Other persons not yet 65—those 
now 63 and over—will also only need 
six quarters of coverage—roughly a 
year and a half of employment in 
work covered by social security—to 
be insured upon reaching age 65 and 
retiring. 

A sliding scale requires longer 
employment for those reaching age 
65 after 1953, but in no case will a 
person be required to have more 
than ten years of employment un- 
der social security in order for ben- 
efits to be payable. 

It is possible for newly-covered 
workers to become insured for sur- 
vivors benefits in as little time as 
a year and a half under another 
provision of the law. 

The new definition of “employee” 
in the amended law accounts for an 
additional 350,000 to be covered by | 
social security. This new definition 
extends federal insurance to full- 
time life insurance salesmen, agent- 
drivers or commission drivers en- 
gaged in distributing meat or bakery 
products, vegetables or fruit pro- 
ducts, beverages (other than milk), 
or laundry or dry cleaning services. 
Full-time traveling or city salesmen 
(other than house-to-house sales- 
men) are included. 

Still excepted from social secur- 
ity coverage are farm operators, 
ministers and members of relig- 
ious orders, and certain self-em- , 
ployed professional people. : 

A new type of payment is mothers’ 
insurance benefits. These are 
monthly payments to a mother who 
has in her care a child entitled to 
monthly insurance benefits. Separ- 
ation or divorce from the wage earn- 
er does not prevent the mother’s re- 
ceipt of monthly benefits, provided 
the wage earner wis furnishing the 
greater part of her support.

With announcement that any 
school chila who must cross El 
Camino Real to reach school will 
be afforded transportation on school 
buses, Superintendent Mel Homfeld 
hopes that the problem of ‘Menlo 
Park district school children cross- 
ing the highway has been licked.

ants are required by state law in 
rentals on a monthly basis. 

He said he had received no calls 
from tenants reporting increases. 

Ingram declared that the realtors’ 
board is not recommending any 
riaximum increase, such as 15 per 
cent proposed in some cities, but 
that he has replied to such queries 
that increases should be “just” and 
based on a fair return on property 
investment. 


He said he was “surprised” that 
Woods did not also decontrol rents 
in the “fringe’ unincorporated areas 
of East Palo Alto and North Palo 
Alto and asserted he understood 
such decontrol is requireq by the 
federal statute under which Woods 
acted in Menlo Park’s case. 

“Many calls have come from 
landlords in these outside areas,” he 
said.

According to the tale, Senator 
Stanford, in 1872, made a bet with 
Senator Frederick McCrellish that, 
during part of each stride, all four 
of a running horse’s feet were off 
the ground. McCrellish took a dif- 
ferent view, arguing that, if such 
was the case, gravity would cause 
the horse to fall. 

Legend also had it that the 
amount was between $5000 and 
$50,000; however, those who knew 

Senator Stanford have asserted 
he was not a betting man. 

At any rate, the difference of 
opinion resulted in a series of ex- 
periments conducted in 1872 in Sac- 
ramento in which photographs, 
made with a single camera, showed 
that the theory held by Senator 

Stanford was correct. 

‘Whatever the facts of the story 
about Stanford’s original wager, the 
senator remembered them, following 
acquisition of the Stanford farm, 
the experiments were continued. 

Purchase of the farm was begun 
in 1876 and continued until 1880, at 
which time the establishment cov- 
ered 11,000 acres excusive of the site 
of the Stanfords’ country home 
(now the convalescent home), the 
park surrounding it, vineyards and 
orchards, 

At the height of activity, the hors- 
es at the farm included more than 
300 mares and more than 20 stal-

lions, many of which were notable 
racers. 

Some of the horses themselves, 
headed by the now-famous Elec- 
tioneer, greatest trotter of his 
time, became famous in their own 
right, 

Horses from the Stanford stables 
were well known throughout the 
wrold, as attested by the fact that 
some were purchased by the Czar 
of Russia. 

Edward Muybridge, pioneer pho- 
tographer from San Francisco who 
made the original experiments, was 
commissioned to continue the work 
at the Stanford farm. 

The work continued from 1877 to 
1882, the most significant experi- 
ments being made during the first 
two years, 

Muybridge conducted his experi- 
ments from a camera house 40 feet 
long, fronting on one of the farm’s 
two race tracks. 

The house contained a room where 
24 cameras were arranged one foot 
apart to cauture each phase of a 
horse’s stride, as well as facilities 
for preparing, developing and drying 
the cumbersome glass plate “wet 
films” of the day. 

A wooden fence was constructed 
across the track opposite the cam- 
era shelter. On it were painted 
vertical markings opposite each 
camera, as well as a series of hor- 
izontal markings near the ground 
from which the height of the ani- 
mal’s feet could be gauged. 

The track itself, meanwhile, was 
coated with a special rubber cover- 
ing. 

Next came a series of experiments 
which resulted in shutters and films 
fast enough to “stop” the motion of 
the horse as it passed before the 
cameras, 

Silk threads, breast-high to the 
horse and connected directly to the 
camera shutters, were tried, as was 
a system whereby the iron tires of 
the sulky behind the trotter would 
form an electrical contact for the 
release. In another experiment, the 
cameras were activated by a weight- 
driven “clock” mechanism, 

Finally, Stanford called in one 
John D. Issaacs, a mechanical en- 
gineer employed at the Sacramento 
shops of the Central Pacific railroad.

If, at a moment’s notice, you or 
some member of your family should 
need a blood transfusion you could 
have it. That gives you a secure 
feeling, doesn’t it—like money in the 
bank perhaps? Only in this case 
it’s valuable blood and blood plasma 
in the bank—in the San Mateo 
county blood bank where between 
400 and 500 pints of blood are be- 
ing deposited each month. 


The infant son of a San Mateo 
couple is alive today, thanks to the 
blood bank. The baby would have 
died without a transfusion of the 
rare Rh-negative blood. The bank 
had in its files the name of a woman 
whose blood was the required type. 
She immediately answered the call 
and donated enough blood to save 
the infant’s life. 

In San Carlos there is a young 
boy who is a victim of haemophil- 
ia, severe bleeding caused by the 
slightest cut. Because of his afflic- 
tion, the boy has already received 
over 100 blood transfusions, These 
life-saving transfusions have been 
made posible by the citizens of 
San Carlos who regularly visit the 
blood bank and deposit blood for 
the youth to draw on whenever he 
needs it. 

During its eight years of existence 
aS of April 1950, the blood bank has 
drawn 27,235 pints of blood from 
13,489 donors. Of these ‘‘depositors”, 
432 belong to the gallon club, seven 
to the two gallon club, and two per- 
sons have donated three gallons. Of 
course, the miliary hospitals during 
the war took thousands of pints of 
this blood without charge, and it 
was then that the blood bank turn- 
¢d to the Community Chest for fin- 
ancial aid. 

All the bank asks of a patient who 
receives a pint of blood is a $7.50 
service charge to cover the expenses 
of drawing the blood, plus the do- 
nation of a pint of blood. Military 
personnel being exempt from these 
obligations necessitated the bank’s 
asking for outside help. 

In normal times this service 
charge goes a long way toward cov- 
ering bank operating costs. In con- 
trast, the pre-war general charge 
for blood transfusions was from $35 
to $50. 

Mrs. Paul Hanzlik, executive 
secretary and treasurer and other 
bank workers attribute this $7.50 
figure to their “centralization and 
standardization of laboratory 
equipment and procedure and ac-

(Continued from Page 1-B) 
cessibility of classification of rec- 


ords, plus the fact that blood don- 
orship is wholly voluntary.” 

After a pint of blood is donated 
the whole blood is held for local 
use during a period not exceeding 
10 days. Blood is also stored in the 
hospitals throughout the country. 
All blood remaining at the bank af- 
ter 10 days is then pooled and pre- 


served as dried or frozen plasma, 
The plasma is frozen at 50 degrees 


below zero. If it is to be dried it is 
placed in an “oven” which changes 
it into a golden powder. This pow- 
der will keep for five years and 
needs only the addition of distilled 
water to be used for a transfusion. 

Since plasma does not contain 
the cells by which blood is typed, it
